“Prior to the accident, Captain Cockerell tested the machine for 
thirty micutes and then handed over the machine to Sir Ross Smith, 
who, sccompanied by Lient. Bannett ascended and flew well for 
fifteen minutes in excellent flying conditions, with a wasteriy wind 
of fifteen-miles per hour. Suddenly, the machine developed a» spin, 
and, apparently, the pilot lost control of the aeroplane which de- 
scended with terrific speed and crashed on top of an iron fence. Sir 

Ross Smith was killed instently and Lieut. Bennett died two minutes 
later, Sir Keith Smith had intended accompanying his brother, 
buc arrived at the aerodrome after the machine had ascended. He

Sir Ross Smith 
shat off the engine todascend and nose dived to one hundred feet 
from the ground when he tried to straighten out, but the machine 
came down spirally and suddenly crasned, knocking down four trees

Tris almost a year ago since 
the Banque Industrielle de China 
first closed its doors and, in spite 
of all ths ‘assurances which bave 
been given. local depositors must 
begin to wonder wheo they are 
going to have a chance of recover- 
ing even a. part-of the money 
ther deposited with the institu- 
tion. Wednesday evening’s meet- 
ing of creditors was interesting, 
inasmech as it browzht out clear. 
ly for the first tima the Full 
scheme of M. Benois: tha Juti- 
cial Administrator of the Bank 
appointed by the Paris Tribunal 
of Commerce. The details of 
that scheme are undoubtedly good 
and Hongkong and Far Exstern 
depositors have shawn wisdom 
in agreeing to accept the scheme, 
if it is eventually adopted. 

The locs! office of the Banque 
received 2 telegram on Tcursday 
saying that the Saigon union of 
depositors bad agreed to the 
scheme, aad this now brings into 
ling Peking. Sbanghai, Hoag- 
kong and Saigon. One of ‘the 
most attractive items in the 
scheme is the suggested refund 
of . half the deposits -at 
once, the remaining half being
